The good old U. S. A. is still the Promised Land to most of Europe, and this year, 5,000,000 Euro- 
peans would try to lake the next ship for America 
if they were not restrained by immigration 


quotas, according to a State Department visa official. 
Immigration laws permit a total of 150,000 


persons from all parts of the world to enter the U. S. annually. 
Map -above shows 
immigration 


quotas of European countries. 
All save three are expected to be heavily "oversubscribed," with 


long waiting lists. Typical is France, which has never before filled its quota of 308 per month. In 
May, there were over 1000 French applications. 
The three stay-at-home nations are Great Britain, 


.wliose citizens don't emigrate much; Russia, where "emigration" is not a good word to whisper with- 


in hearing of the Kremlin; and Eire, which has not filled its q.uota since depression days.

Yet even so, the French tradi- 


tion triumphed. For thai tradition 
is completely opposed to'a tradit- 
ion in which Ihc slalc is all and 
Ihc indifidual a surscrvient, yea- 
saying component. Frenchmen had 
*tniggled and fought and died for 
liberty as well as for equality and 
fraternity. And they did not sur- 
render it even in a lime of con- 
fusion and discouragement. 


That they did not is a heavy blow 
to European communism. Russian 
communism has never had to stand 
the test of a free vote by the Rus- 
sian people. But elsewhere, with 
other systems of government, and 
to the choice of free peoples in 
free elections. 


None of these elections has been 
ko important as the tesl in France. 
For France, with her size, streng- 
th, industry, culture, pasl glories 
and promises of future •eminence, 
i.s still the heart of the European 
community of nations. Her repud- 
iation of the restrictive "democra- 
tic dictatorship" of 
communism 


cannot fail to have a profound ef- 
fect on coming events in Europe 
and the world.

Allhough .he renounced his cili- 
zenship in Ihc United Slalcs, Tom. 
is an ardent advocate of democ- 
racy. He plans to run for political 
office. 


He said the occupalion 
should 


continue "fifty years al least II 
will lake lhal time to teach the 
Japanese how to make their own 
democracy." 


Yoshiyama was luckier than a 


lot of the repalriales who were re- 
turned with him from 
the

Lake, Calif., relocation camp. He 
found his family home still stand- 
ing on the outskirts of atom bomb- 
levelled Hiroshima. He lives there 
with his marriage market bride. 


As eldest son, he owns the fam- 
ily home, which is spacious for a 
Japanese 
house; 
several 
olher 


houses and some farming 
land. 
He is employed as an interpreter 
for a United States military gov- 
ernment company in nearby Kurc. 


And he is completely 
resigned 


lo the fact he never again will be 
permitted lo see Ihe United Stales, | 
where he allended San 
Francisco 
Slale college. 
Tom apparently is happy and is 


determined to make a career in 
Japan. He found his brothers and 
sisters in Hiroshima uninjured, but 
has-nnt heard frdm. a brother who 
was in the Japanese Army in the 
Philippines. 


• His wife, Hisok^a, ,Wa's .not' 
re- 
patriated until January', 'Tom ex- 
plains .frankly that theirs 'was not 
a marriage of love. 


"While I was at ihe -Tula /Lake 
relocation center, I decided I want- 
ed to get married," he explained. 
"So11 went to a match-maker and 
he introduced Hisokti -to me. We 
wcrp married. We Japanese feel 
that love is not necessary for mar- 
riage — it develops later." 
Life for Ihc Y.nshiyamas is 
a 


strange mixture of Japanese 
and 
American ways. Apparenlly love is 
developing, but Hisoka is by no 
means an American wife. She is 
definitely a servant. She docs not 
eat with her husband when he en- 
tertains guests unless they insist 
and he orders her to do so. 
Yet both wear modern American 


clolhcs and their home is well fur- 
nished, including a radio and west- 
ern plumbing.

For the three parties 
which won the majority of votes, 
are all to the left. Yet the Commu- 
nists, traditionally the leftest of the 
leftest parlies, losl oul apparcnlly 
because of their rightest tenden- 
cies. 


For if right me-ans restriction as 


well as reaction, coercion ns well 
"fy conservatism, Ihen Ihc French 
Communist Party is well to the 
right of Ihc M.R.P., which super- 
seded it. and the Socialists, who 
ran third. And Ihe bulk of French 
voters didn't want what the radi- 
cal right had to offer. 


France is Ihe cradle of Euro- 


pean liberty. It was a Frenchman 
who said, "I wholly disapprove of 
what you say but will defend to 
the death your right to sav it." 
And it is obvious that Frenchmen, 
even though weary, hungry, and 
•^spirited after a disgracing defeat 
Slid four years of bondage, did 
not forget'that heritage. 


The sentiment of the French to- 
day is clearly for socialism. But 
with their program of advanced 
socialism, 
the Communists also 


offer-ed a program in which demo- 
cracy and individual liberty played 
no part. They did not offer this 
openly. But the stamp of Ihe Mos- 
cow pattern was in the Commun- 
ists' hands, rcadv to be applied 
to the country in the cvcnl of vic- 
tory. 
*VThe time might have seemed ripe 
for a Communist victory in France. 
The last days of the prewar re- 
public had not been glorious ones 
The war's end had brought much 
bitterness 
and 
discouragement. 


Demands for a new broom might 
have been expected. 


Yet even so, the French tradi- 


tion triumphed. For thai tradition 
is completely opposed to'a tradit- 
ion in which the state is *ill and 
the indifidual y surserviont, yea- 
saying component. Frenchmen had 
at niggled and fought and died for 
liberty as well as for equality and 
fraternity. And they did not sur- 
render it even in a time of con- 
fusion and discouragement. 


That they did not is a heavy blow 
to European communism. Russian 
communism has never had to stand 
the lesl of a free vole by the Rus- 
sian people. But elsewhere, with 
other systems of government, and 
to the choice of free peoples in 
free elections. 


None of these elections has been 
fco important as the tesl in France. 
For France, with her size, streng- 
th, industry, culture, past glories 
and promises of future eminence, 
is still the heart of Ihe European 
community of nations. Her repud- 
iation of the restrictive "democra- 
tic dictatorship" of 
communism 
cannot fail to have a profound ef- 
fect on coming events in Europe 
and Ihc world.

The good old U. S. A. is still the Promised Land to most of Europe, and this year, 5,000,000 Euro- 
peans would try to take the next ship for America if they were not restrained by immigration 
quotas, according to a State Department visa official. 
Immigration laws permit a total of 150,000 


persons from all parts of the world to enter the U. S. annually. 
Map 'above shows 
immigration 


quotas of European countries. All save three are expected to be heavily "oversubscribed," with 
long waiting lists. Typical is France, which has never before filled its quota of 308 per month. In 
May, there were over 1000 French applications. 
The three stay-at-home nations are Great Britain, 


.whose citizens don't emigrate much; Russia, where "emigration" is not a good word to whisper with- 


in hearing ol the Kremlin; and Eire, which has not filled its quota since depression days.

Yet the Commu- 
nists, traditionally the leftest of the 
leftest parlies, losl oul apparcnlly 
because of their rightest tenden- 
cies. 


For if right me-ans restriction as 


well as reaction, coercion ns well 
"fy conservatism, Ihen Ihc French 
Communist Party is well to the 
right of Ihc M.R.P., which super- 
seded it. and the Socialists, who 
ran third. And Ihe bulk of French 
voters didn't want what the radi- 
cal right had to offer. 


France is Ihe cradle of Euro- 


pean liberty. It was a Frenchman 
who said, "I wholly disapprove of 
what you say but will defend to 
the death your right to sav it." 
And it is obvious that Frenchmen, 
even though weary, hungry, and 
•^spirited after a disgracing defeat 
Slid four years of bondage, did 
not forget'that heritage. 


The sentiment of the French to- 
day is clearly for socialism. But 
with their program of advanced 
socialism, 
the Communists also 


offer-ed a program in which demo- 
cracy and individual liberty played 
no part. They did not offer this 
openly. But the stamp of Ihe Mos- 
cow pattern was in the Commun- 
ists' hands, rcadv to be applied 
to the country in the cvcnl of vic- 
tory. 
*VThe time might have seemed ripe 
for a Communist victory in France. 
The last days of the prewar re- 
public had not been glorious ones 
The war's end had brought much 
bitterness 
and 
discouragement. 


Demands for a new broom might 
have been expected. 


Yet even so, the French tradi- 


tion triumphed. For thai tradition 
is completely opposed to'a tradit- 
ion in which the state is *ill and 
the indifidual y surserviont, yea- 
saying component. Frenchmen had 
at niggled and fought and died for 
liberty as well as for equality and 
fraternity. And they did not sur- 
render it even in a time of con- 
fusion and discouragement. 


That they did not is a heavy blow 
to European communism. Russian 
communism has never had to stand 
the lesl of a free vole by the Rus- 
sian people. But elsewhere, with 
other systems of government, and 
to the choice of free peoples in 
free elections. 


None of these elections has been 
fco important as the tesl in France. 
For France, with her size, streng- 
th, industry, culture, past glories 
and promises of future eminence, 
is still the heart of Ihe European 
community of nations. Her repud- 
iation of the restrictive "democra- 
tic dictatorship" of 
communism 
cannot fail to have a profound ef- 
fect on coming events in Europe 
and Ihc world.

Washington, June !i — (/P) —We 


were away behind the Germans 
before the war in jet planes and 
guided missiles. The war's over. 
How are we doing now about re- 
search in those fields? 


Nol so well, says the 
Senate 


committee investigating 
the 
na- 


tional defense program. 


The Naxis sent jet planes ,with 


disturbing 
success, 
against 
our 


bombers and splattered England 
with V-'2's, the guided missiles. 


We never got a jet plane into 


the war and didn't start to build 
guided 
missiles till wo had 
a 
chance lo study some of those cap- 
tured from the Germans. 


The committee considers jet pro- 


pulsion the greatest single advance 
in aviation to come out of the war. 
And the committee soys: 
"Jet propelled 
aircraft, 
pilot- 
less planes, and guided missiles, 
when coupled 
with 
the 
atomic 


bomb, give us an insight into the 
swift and powerful air weapon of 
the future." 


But the committee adds: 
."The aeronautical facilities 
in 


this country today arc inadequate 
lor the new speed regimes. 


"The basic and applied research 


which must be done if we are to 
keep abreast of present and 
con- 


templated iuture developments in 
aeronautical science cannot be ac- 
complished 
with 
existing 
facili- 
ties." 


Who's to blame for the present 


conditions? Says tho committee: 
"The National Advisory Commit- 


tee for Aeronautics (NACAj and 
the armed forces arc primarily re- 
sponsible lor the inadequacy 
of 


our present research facilities." 


Looking back to 
the 
pre-war 


years, the committee 
says 
the 


NACA and the 
armed 
services 


"failed fully to comprehend 
the 


importance of such revolutionary 
aeronautical developments as jet 
propulsion and guided missiles. 


"A recurrence of this .•failure lo 
grasp and develop new ideas 
in 


the future might well cost 
this 
country its place of leadership in 
the field of aeroancutics."

It is 
made up of scientists and army 
and navy men.

(Its purpose is to coordinate the 
research, needs of aviation,

and military and conduct scientific,

Washington, June !i — (/P) —We 


were away behind the Germans 
before the war in jet planes and 
guided missiles. The war's over. 
How are we doing now about re- 
search in those fields? 


Nol so well, says the 
Senate 


committee investigating 
the 
na- 


tional defense program. 


The Naxis sent jet planes ,with 


disturbing 
success, 
against 
our 


bombers and splattered England 
with V-'2's, the guided missiles. 


We never got a jet plane into 


the war and didn't start to build 
guided 
missiles till wo had 
a 
chance lo study some of those cap- 
tured from the Germans. 


The committee considers jet pro- 


pulsion the greatest single advance 
in aviation to come out of the war. 
And the committee soys: 
"Jet propelled 
aircraft, 
pilot- 
less planes, and guided missiles, 
when coupled 
with 
the 
atomic 


bomb, give us an insight into the 
swift and powerful air weapon of 
the future." 


But the committee adds: 
."The aeronautical facilities 
in 


this country today arc inadequate 
lor the new speed regimes. 


"The basic and applied research 


which must be done if we are to 
keep abreast of present and 
con- 


templated iuture developments in 
aeronautical science cannot be ac- 
complished 
with 
existing 
facili- 
ties." 


Who's to blame for the present 


conditions? Says tho committee: 
"The National Advisory Commit- 


tee for Aeronautics (NACAj and 
the armed forces arc primarily re- 
sponsible lor the inadequacy 
of 


our present research facilities." 


Looking back to 
the 
pre-war 


years, the committee 
says 
the 


NACA and the 
armed 
services 


"failed fully to comprehend 
the 


importance of such revolutionary 
aeronautical developments as jet 
propulsion and guided missiles. 


"A recurrence of this .•failure lo 
grasp and develop new ideas 
in 


the future might well cost 
this 
country its place of leadership in 
the field of aeroancutics."

' Nationalization by Default? 


I.t looks as if the United Slates 
government is in the coal-mining 
business for keeps, at least on a 
small scale. A lew operators arc 
reportedly willing to sell out for a 
"fair remuneration" and let the 
government continue 
its present 
control of their mines on a perma- 
nent basis. 
'For the most part, these opera- 
tors arc the owners of small bitu- 
minous mines in the south. Their 
complaint is that "hidden costs" 
:^havc increased miners' wages by 
not 18',4, but 24 cents an hour. They 
say they can't meet Ihe increase, 
and so arc bowing out. 


Since Ihe larger operators un- 
doubtedly will be able to meet the 
increases, there might seem to be 
no reason for devoting attention to 
these few mines. But the small 
operators' decision offers material 
for some inleresling speculation. 
It is a foregone conclusion that 
when private business again takes 
over the mines it will be on terms 
,,at least as favorable to John L. 
$Lcwis .as those contained in his 
present contract, with the govern- 
ment., And it seems .probable .that 
Mr. Lewis planned things just as 
they worked out. 


He refused to discuss wages and 


hours with the operators. He de- 
manded a health and Welfare fund 
first, but lie did not first specify 
the whats and hows of such a fund. 
Then he walked out on the opera- 
tors when they were unable to 
propose what he had in mind. 


Meanwhile the coal shorlagc was 
.jbcing felt increasingly. Finally the 
government had to step in, as 
Mr. Lewis must have known it 
would. And, in spile of popolas 
indignation there wasn't much the 
government could do except give 
to Mr. Lewis, under threat of in- 
creasing national hardship, more 
lhan he might have received from 
the operators. 


Somewhat the same thing happen- 
ed in the railroads' case. The strike 
ag-ainst a government mediation 
board's recommendation was badly 
limed.

further ruffling the public's short 
temper. Nevertheless, the two bro- 
therhoods al least made a belter 
money deal with the President him- 
self Ilian they had the government 
board. 


It has been pretty well demon- 
strated by now lhat unions in ba- 
sic industries can do business di- 
roclly with the government 
by 


calling a strike which interferes 
so drastically with the national cco- 
; .norny llutl government intervention 
vifj the only solution. And it has been 
pretty well demonstrated lhat these 
unions can gel a boiler deal from 
the government lhan they can from 
management. 


If such tactics should continue 
over a period of years, with the 
unions gelling a better deal from 
the government after every strike, 
it is not unlikely thai more and 
more privale industries would have 
to follow the lead of these 
few 


small mine operators. 
In other words, nationalization 
Oof basic industries by default, as 


it were, is entirely possible under 
the present setup. 


And, 
if government continues to 
try to hold down prices while per- 
iodically tipping Ihe wage ante af- 
ter seizure and direct negotiation, 
the possibility becomes more lhan 
a pipe dream.
